The Separate School Inspector, in a report on his recent 
inspection of the Batohewana Indian Day School, states that the 
flashing on the roof around the chimney is so poorly fixed that the 
rain comes through into the building. He recommends that the roof 
around the chimney be repaired with asbestos or other suitable 
material. He alco etates that the clasercom ic too dark and recommends 
that a window 4'x3' be placed in the gable end of the building. He 
further states that there is no woodshed at this sohool and that the 
wood is kept in the classroom around the walle, and that the only 
light in the kitchen is from the top half of the door, which ie 
boarded up ae the glaee is broken. 


I have to request that you will make immediate arrangements 
to have the roof of the building around the chimney repaired and 
Placed in good condition. You should also arrange to have a 
window placed in the gable end of the claseroom and the door into 
the kitchen repaired, Regarding the providing of a woodehed, it 
ie considered that a lean-to to the building is all that ie required.

I have the honour f, enclose herewith a copy of a 
resolution by the Chief and Principal men of the White 
fish River Band requesting that a school be opened at 

Birch Island on the unsurrendered portion of the White 


fish River Reserve for the bengfit of the children 
residing there. 


With regard to this matter I have the honour to 
report to the Department that I visited the Birch 
Island portion of the Whitefish River Reserve and 
found that there are twelve Indian ohildren of schcol 
age residing in the vicinity of a school if one should 
be opened at Birch Igland. The majority of the children 
are of Roman Catholic parents. 


There ig an old building at Birch Island which was 
in use some years ago as an Indian school and church 
and was conducted under the auspices of the Anglican 
church authorities. Now it is used as an Anglican church 
and council hall, but it is not in a fit state by any 
meang to be used as a school now. 


As the Band desire that a school be oponed, and at 
the present time there are twelve children of school age 
along with fifteen children under age residing in the 
vicinity of Birch Island I would suggest to the Depart- 
ment that a new comfortable class-room and teacher's 
residence be erected at Birch Island. If a school ig 
opened at this point it will be permanent for years to 
come as the majority of the Indians of the Whitefish 
Raver Band reside at Birch Island and there are a mmber 
of young children.

I have to refer to your No. 259-36 of July 18th, 
last and to official letter of this file number of the 22ndé 
idem. The Rev. Father Papineau, of Little Current, visited 
the Department today and it has been decided to give favour- 
able occnsideration to a trial school to be conducted this 
academic year in the Roman Catholic Church on the reserve. 
The Rev. Father informs me thet he hopes to secure the 
services of Miss A. Dougles, who is qualified, and I have. 
authorized him to engage her at a salary of $80 per teaching 
month if you and he, after conference with the Indians, 
decide that such an experiment would be worth while. You 
might inform me as soon after a decision is reached as 
possible, so that stationery, blackboard and other school 
equipment can be shipped. 


With reference to the resolutions of the Whitefish 
River Band relative to a school to be conducted under Roman 
Catholic auspices, I have to suggest thet you cooperate with 
Father Papineau in securing from the Band in Council a 
formal resolution, asking for the school and suthoriszing the 
Department to apply to His Excellency in Council for per- 
mission to use ,000 of the Capital Funds of the Band for 
the purpose of erecting a combined school and teacher's 
residence. The resolution should also set apart a suitable 
site on dry ground, with good drainage facilities, of 
approximately two acres. You may inform the Indians of the 
Band that, if their Oapiteal Funds are used for the erection 
of a school, the work would be done by day labour under 
your eupervision. A foreman would be appointed and he would 
be instructed to engage Indian labour. The official name 
of this school, in future, will be the Birch Island Indian 
Day School.

I am in receipt of Departmental Letter No.19-13/f 
of the 9th instant with regard to certain complaints 
against Mise Mary Clarke, teacher at the Birch Island 
Indian Day School, and in reply I have the honour to 
report that after taking this matter up with the chief 
of Whitefish River Band he afvieed me that it wag through 
a few agitators in the Band that he was forced to take 
this matter up with the Department. 


In conversing this matter with some of the parents, 
the McGregors who have always been dissatiefied with the 
services of previous teachers in thie school,I found that 
they had some minor complaints against Miss Clarke, such 
as chastising some of the pupils for lingering along the 
road in the mornings which camsed them to be late for 
school, and chastising them for not taking an interest 
in their studies in the classroom, which she has a perfect 
right to do, It would appear that a few of the member of 
this Band would like to have control over both the teacher 
and the school. 


It is true that on some occasions Miss Clarke closes 
the school before 4 p.m. in order to get the train which 
is due at 4 p.m. as she Bas to get out at week ends in order 
to procure her supply of provisions, but as a rule she ig 
always back in time to open school at 9 a.m. Monday morning. 


Miss Clarke is a capable teacher and has alvays given 
her services to the best interest in the classroom, and under

I have your memorandum of the Sth instant enclosing 
letter from Mr. Thos Farquhar, ™.P, recommending hitas Teresa 
Lapointe as teacher at the Birch Island Indian Day School. 


The Department was informed gome time ago that the 
resent teacher at this school intends to be married, and will, 
therefore, be giving up duties at the end of June. However, 
we have no definite information on this int at the present 
time, but expect to know shortly, and will then advise you. 


With reference to the application of Miss Teresa 
Lapointe, I would point out that in her letter she states that 
she has only junior matriculation standing, although she ie 
at present attending high school in omer to obtain her senior 
matriculation, She has not yet attended normal school, 

Under these circumstances, she is not a qualified teacher, 


The Department has always employed a qualified teacher 
at the Birch Isl hool, and, as a matter of fact, practically 
all teachers of Indian day schools in Canada at the present time 
are fully qualified. 


In view of the large number of qualified teachers who 
are now available, I feel it would not be in the best interests

Mrs. H. Hertzberg, Commissioner of ‘irl 
Guides for the province of Onterio, interviered me a few 
weeks ago and appeared at that time to be particularly 
interested in a group of Girl Guides that had been organ- 
ized at the Bireh Island Indian Dey School, "hitefish 
Falls, Onterio. 


It appeared to me, from what Mrs. Hertzberg 
said, that one of her field offietals had expressed the 

view that this was one of the best Girl Guide groups in 

the province of Ontario. I promised “rs. Hertz»erg at that 
time that I would communicate with the teacher in charce 

of the school, Miss Eva L. Fortin, and receive from her a 
brief history of the Girl Guide organization at her school. 
Miss Fortin, in a letter to me dated Mareh 14, 1942, states:- 


"I have been working with this group of Sirl 
Guides ever since I began teaching here, 6 years ago. I am 
quite satisfied with the results of the Guide movement in 
this village. The girls have entered several contests and 
always with good results. I feel sure the sehool work has 
been promoted a great deal by the work of the Guides. 


"As soon as the little cirls of the villace 
attain the age of reason I invite them to come to Brownie 
meetings. These meetings are conducted by one of my 
Guides, whom I have trained to assume the responsibility 
of training the younger set to bee me Guides. This helps 
the little ones very much when they reach school age, 
"hen the Brownies have learned the Guide laws and grasp 
their significance, I enroll them in the Guide Company. 
From then on we follow very closely the Rules and 
Organization of the Girl Guides."

In response to the suggestion contained in 
Mr. Pratt's memorandum of September 16, I am sending 
forward herewith a letter addressed to Thomas Farquhar, 
bea: MePe, Mindemoya, Ont. This letter explains somewhat 
fully and in detail the steps that have been taken to 
secure teachers for the above-noted schools. 


when the vacancy oceurred at Bireh Island 
the matter was referred to your office. we did not feel 
that the school was one that would appeal to Miss Maciulty. 
In addition to this consideration, we had, at that date, 
under consideration the advisability of offering her the 
Dokis School. Mr. Marleau, who visited the Department 
about that time, was of the opinion that, in view of the 
experiences at Dokis last year with a young teacher, 4 
more experienced teacher and one of mature years should 
be appointed to the Dokis vacancy. The correspondence on 
file suggests that a great deal of atience has been 
exercised by the Departmental officials in dealing with 
Miss MaeNulty from time to time. She appears to have 
reached an age when she resents interference on the part 
of either the Indian Agent or the Department and is 
cqnapentiy having letters written on her behalf by 
missionaries and other citizens. hen she left the 
Mississauga School, she did not turn over the keys to 
the Agent, nor did she leave her address, and this action 
on her part has led to a great deal of unnecessary corres- 
pondence. Were it not for the scarcity of teachers existing 
at the moment, I am disposed to think that it would be of 
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advantage to the Department, and perhaps to Miss MaoNul ty 
herself, to permit her to resign from our service and 
perhaps take a position at a public or separate school 

in the province. Should she refuse the position at Dokis, 
it is altogether likely that we shall receive, from time 
to time, a number of letters asking for her appointment 
to some Indian sehool that she has selected.

It is quite possible that she may be offered a larger salary, 
but when she pays the extra taxes levied on increased salar ° 
her net salary will not be very auch better than she is re- 
ceiving at the present time. 


However, after giving the matter very careful 
consideration, it hes been decided that we can offer Miss 
Cahill salary at the rate of $95,390 a teaching month for 
the academic year 1945-44, As you are aware, the schools

In view of the fact that mr. Kuleba a re 
to be a naturalized Canadian it is just possible 
that some misunderstanding exists in his mind with 
respect to the education of his children and the 
governing body responsible for this education. Mr. 
Kuleba should be informed, either by you or by the 
teacher, that the Dominion Government is under no 
responsibility whatever either to provide sehool 
accommodation or text books for his children. 

This is wholly and solely the responsibility of 

the municipality in which he lives and the Provincial 
Government of Ontario. Whether his children should 
remein at the Bireh Island Indian Day School is 
largely a matter for you and the teacher to decide. 
If Mrs. Fox is finding the work rather exacting, 

her first duty is to the Indian children. If, 
however, she can provide instruction for these 
children without such instruetion interfering 
seriously with her other work, she can continue to 
help them. The parents, however, should be informed 
that the teacher is doing this voluntarily and not 
because she has been requested to do so by this

Since receiving this resolution and also a 
letter from David McGregor, I have visited the reserve, 
talked with the pupils in the dassroom in the absence of 
the teacher and visited some of the parent's homes and I 
have come to the conclusion there is little grounds for

Miss Morris is not in good health and is I 
believe under quite a nervous strain, She has been advised 
by her Doctor to undergo an operation and ia endeavouring 
to delay the operation until the Easter vacation. 


It would,I presume,be impossible to engage 
another teacher immediately as the Senior Room in West Bay 
Village School has been without a teacher since December 
end I would recommend Miss Morris be retained for the 
remainder of the term at least,

There are 25 children in Grades 1 to 7 
and Miss McGregor will have her hands full in keeping them 
occupied, 


SCHOOL and TEACHERAGE 


This school is about 20 years old but isa still in 
very good condition. The classroom is bright and is heated from 
a steve, It is well located, with a nice playground, and is 
on the highway to Little Current from Espanola, It is close to 
the Birch Island station om the C, P, R, line. 


The teacher's quarters are good, with two bedrooms 
up stairs, living room and kitchen down stairs. The quarters 
are stove-heated but there is a basement which could be used 
for a furnace, 
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BIRCH ISLAND INDIAN DAY SCHOOL 
GENERAL 


This could be a very good school as the children 
are bright and responsive, They speak English much better 
than elsewhere on the Island. Because of its accessible 
location, we should be able to interest a teacher in 
this position.

$51,000 Capital Funds. The Rev. Father Papineau, of Little 
Current, visited the Department, and, in view of his strong 
recommendation, I granted e trial school to be conducted this 
academic year in the Koman Catholic Church on the Reserve. A 
qualified teacher was engaged and stetionery supplied. Father
